The defen- 
dants gave notice they will appeal to 
the Court of Civil Appeals for the 10th 
Judicial District. 


The order, signed by 13th District 


Judge James C. Sewell, names Up- 
church as plaintiff and Mayor Sue 
Youngblood, and city commissioners 
H.R. Stroube Jr., P.D. Fulwood, Bob 
Scott and John Carlock as defendants. 
It prohibits them ."from holding a 
meeting at any time or place for the 
purpose of removing, discharging or 
ousting" Upchurch from the office as 
judge of corporation court. 


It also prevents them from at- 


tempting to, in any form, harrass, 
prohibit or interfere with Upchurch in 
the discharge of his duties of office or 
receiving his pay for holding the office 
of his appointive two-year term. 


All costs in the, suit were taxed 


against the City of Corsicana. 


Immediately prior to the filing of the 


order

Wednesday, a 


document was filed by attorneys for 
the defense and the plaintiff agreeing 
that evidence presented in court on the 
June 14 hearing for issuance of a 
temporary injunction Was to be the 
only evidence before the court. It noted 
that the evidence would be considered 
as if it were offered at the time of this 
hearing for permanent injunction. 
New Communication 
Plant Near Completion

The transmitting 
and receiving 
com- 


munications building for the new radio system to 
be used by local law enforcement officials was 
installed Wednesday afternoon at the radio 
tower site at Nature Park. 


A permanent fence eight feet high will be built 


around the metal building and tower to protect 
against vandalism. 


Lloyd Huffman of Dallas, systems engineer 


with Motorola, the firm contracted to install the 
system, speculated that the system would be 
completed late Wednesday evening, but sheriff 
and city police department spokesmen said early 
this morning it is not quite yet complete; that a 
little work still is required before the new system 
can be switched on using new frequencies. 


Huffman, a former Corsicana resident, is the 


son of Mrs. Margaret Huffman of Corsicana. He 
worked as a dispatcher at the Corsicana Police 
Department while attending Navarro Junior 
College. 


He said all licenses necessary for operation of 


the new system frequencies have been granted. 


The equipment in the little metal building, 


surrounded by a temporary wire fence, is kept 
cool by an air conditioning system which Huff- 
man says protects the radio equipment against 
summer heat. The building is insulated and 
water resistant. 


The communications system is funded 75 per 


cent by federal funds and 25 per cent by city and 
county finances. 


Navarro and Freestone counties will be the 


first two of the seven counties participating in 
the HOTCOG system to go into operation with the 
system. The Freestone County system is ex- 
pected to go into operation probably late today, 
Huffman said. 


He explained that the new system is far 


superior to the system formerly used because it 
has an efficient repeater operation which allows 
a law enforcement unit in one part of the county 
to talk directly with an officer with a radio in 
another part of the county. The old system 
requires officers speaking over long distances to 
have their messages relayed by the dispatcher at 
the headquarters radio unit. 
. The new system also provides 
more 


frequencies for communication Jjetween law 
enforcement officials in this area. It will be on a 
pair of frequencies separate from any in this 
area, thus reducing the probability of static and 
interference. 


Huffman said the building has an auxiliary 


power supply using a motor powered by propane 
gas. It has an automatic switch-over system and 
can provide up to 100 hours of emergency power. 
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City Moves For Airport Plan

City Commissioners Tuesday 


accepted recommendations from 
the Airport Advisory Board that 
the city engage services of an 
engineering firm and seek a 
federal planning grant for 
development of a master plan for 
the municipal airport. 


Dr. David Campbell, board 


chairmarr, was accompanied by 
five of the board's seven mem- 
bers to speak up in support of 
written recommendations which 
the Commission had tabled at its 
last meeting until city officials 
could 
discuss 
personally 


ramifications of the project. 


By accepting the board's 


recommendations the city will 
enter into contract with the firm 
of Knowlton, Ratliss, English and 
Collins of Euless and authorize 
the firm to make application for a 
$9,600 
Federal 
Aviation 


Administration planning grant to 
be paid two-thirds by the federal 
government and one-third, or 
$3,200, by Corsicana. 


With the planning grant, the 


firm would begin drawing a 20- 
year long-range master plan for 
modernization, expansion or 
possible relocation of the city's 
airport, dependant upon what is 
found most feasible. 


Campbell explained that the 


Advisory Board has already 
conferred with both the FAA and 
Texas Aeronautics Commission 
on availability of funds and both 
agencies are ready to help the 
city begin airport improvements. 


He related the board has been 


advised the FAA will pay on a 50- 
50 share cost basis for con- 
struction and a two-thirds to one- 
third ratio for planning. 


He added he was encouraged 


by press reports as recent as 
Sunday that the Senate has 
passed a bill which would enable 
the federal 
government 
to 


provide a two-thirds grant 
toward construction of airport 
facilities approved by FAA. 


"I personally feel it would be 


wasteful not to develop a master 
plan and later implement it," 
Campbell told city officials. "If 
we develop the plans now, I feel 
we will get the (construction) 
funds down the line in the future 
to develop the airport." 


At the last meeting, city of- 


ficials had not wanted to commit 
the city on developing long-range 
plans for an airport hemmed in 


"Nature Park," "Southwest 
Park" and "Kaufman Park" to 
hold down "parking" by couples 
at night and vandalism. 


Police Chief Don Massey, in

has $30,000 to $40,000 invested in

lost Texan': Baylor County History's Interest Lies in its Typicalness

It would be a rare family 


whose roots go back a few gen- 
erations in the West which does 
not have a picture tucked away 
in a dresser drawer or an arti- 
fact in a closet brought by the 
pioneers from Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Louisiana and other states. 


The 
Tiers may have half 


forgotten the items, but they 
are something to hold onto— 
that thread going back to the 
past. 


Young people 
often 
scorn 


such ties to earlier 
times. 


"Look forward only," they cry. 
Yet they, too, eventually search 
for their roots. 


You see it everywhere today. 


Nostalgia is going public. You 
view it in movies, magazines, 
television, books. 


And dropping into the hands 


of a number of persons recently 
was a new book which shows 
the depth of thi 
1 nostalgia. 


The book is "oalt Pork to Sir- 


loin, the History of Baylor 
County." 


It is not the first or last re- 


gional history to be written. Its 
interest lies in the fact that 
Baylor County went through the 
same growing traumas as al- 
most every place in the West 
and is remarkably typical. 


The book became a coun- 


tywide, almost statewide, proj- 
ect, with contributions pouring 
in from everywhere. 


It was put together by the 


Baylor 
County 
Historical 


Society with some guidance 
from the 1929 Golden Jubilee 
Edition of the Baylor County 
Banner, edited by the late 0. C. 


Harrison. 


It is filled with pictures of

Seymour, 50 miles west of 


Wichita Falls in North Central 
Texas, is one of those unusual 
towns which has refused to go 


to seed in the current trend to- 
ward urbanization. 


It has a magnificient new 


courthouse 
and 
has 
only 


recently completed a beautiful 
hospital that could be the envy 
of many cities, a structure sit- 
ting on an escarpment over- 
looking the town. 


And business? Loyd Jones, 


one of the town's leaders, re- 
ports it is up 15 per cent this 
year. You only have to look at 
the many new-appearing, ex- 
pensive homes to see what is 
happening. 


The book relates just what 


the West was like, for every- 
thing seemed to happen in Bay- 
lor County. 


It has stories of Indians, ex- 


plorations, 
shootouts, 
open 


range warfare. Then came the 
wave of settlers, and, finally 
steady 
growth of farming, 


ranching and business. 


Have you western 'readers 


noted that nothing was said 
about mining, something 
so 


typical of much of the West? 


Well, there was mining in 


Baylor County, after all. 


Jones himself tells about it— 


a community dig for gold. 


The men sweated and strug- 


gled and finally reached a 
depth of 138 feet with a hole 
eight feet wide. 


They didn't find any gold. 


But the mound of earth from 
the mine still is there. 


Just like so many other coun- 


ties, Baylor had its Indian trou- 
bles. 


Dr. Kenneth F. Neighbours of 


Midwestern University recounts 
that an Indian agent found 31C 
lodges at what now is Semour. 


The Texan Santa Fe Ex- 


pedition of 1841 went through 
the county and was raptured by 
the Mexicans and its members 
imprisoned in Mexico. 


Col. 
C.C. Mills tried to settle 


in the county—possibly the first 
attempt at a permanent settle- 
ment—in 1970 and found the In- 
dians on the warpath, so he 
left. 


The legislature created the 


county in 1958 but this was a 
matter of a mark on the map.

Like all political units since the

and army representatives. The com- 
mittee works full time and is paid, but 25 
subcommittees are not paid. The 
members work in factories or do other 
tasks. 


The city's central administration 


furnishes police, water, lights and gas 
but the rest is left to the district 
revolutionary committee.

The district has a central pool of 


plumbers, electricians, carpenters, etc., 
on call for major home emergencies.

work except for maternity leave. 


Children are left in day-care centers 


run by a committee of teachers and 
wives.
